Section I. General Conditions ; 

1. (i) The Japanese Grant Aid for 1983-84 of Yen 
410 million (C&F) is intended to be used for finan¬ 
cing payments to Japanese Suppliers for purchase of 
equipment and machinery for producing fishing nets 
and services necessary for the transportation thereof 
to ports in India and those for internal transpoitation 
therein by the Deptt. of Agriculture & Cooperation.
